The DC Office has advised that when the Senate passed HR 3997 last month, it stripped out 
some language several states (including Alaska} supported related to veterans mortgage 
bonds . 



Specific to Alaska, language was stripped out that would have raised the federal cap on 
the amount of tax exempt veterans mortgage bonds that could be issued by the Alaska 
Housing Finance Corporation. AHFC's veterans mortgage program is in danger of running out 
of funds for lending if Congress does not increase the cap.

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We are concerned about the bid from Sinopec and the company's connection to the Darfur conflict in Sudan 
which has been labeled genocide by the President and Congress. Sinopec is the largest oil field services provider 
in Sudan and the Sudanese government relies on foreign investment, particular in the oil sector, to fund its military 
and the conflict in Darfur. 

Our organization orchestrates the Sudan divestment campaign which now encompasses 22 states, 58 
universities, and 10 cities (we are working with Alaskan legislators to introduce Sudan divestment legislation in the 
state next year), Additionally, the US Senate Banking Committee and the House of Representatives have passed 
the Sudan Accountability and Divestment Act which would prohibit certain companies operating in Sudan 
including Sinopec, from receiving federal government contracts.
